Every person 
tea 2 to receive Confederate money in 
the sales of suppos, should boar in 
mind that (to uge tho language of Gen, 
Smith,) “by porsisting in this courso he 
can be doclared an alon enemy, hia prop- 
orty sequestrated, and himself sont with- 
out our linos,” Lot all such be warned 
in time,
